REMARKS 

In the present Amendment, claim 2 has been amended to recite —whereby the lid allows 
clean air to flow toward the entire surface of the recording layer substantially uniformly to allow 
the recording layer to be dried uniformly and produce a uniform thickness for the recording 
layer--. This amendment is supported by the specification, for example, in the paragraph 
bridging pages 3 and 4 and at page 5, 1st full paragraph. 

No new matter has been added and entry of the Amendment is respectfully requested. 
Upon entry of the Amendment, claims 2 and 4-8 will be all the claims pending in the application. 

Preliminarily, Applicant notes that an Information Disclosure Statement was filed March 
11, 2004. Consideration of the disclosed information is respectfully requested. 

Claims 2 and 4-8 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over the "admitted prior art." 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 2 and 4-8 as amended are patentable over the 
cited references. As indicated above, Applicants have in the Amendment amended claim 2 to 
recite -whereby the lid allows clean air to flow toward the entire surface of the recording layer 
substantially uniformly to allow the recording layer to be dried uniformly and produce a uniform 
thickness for the recording layer-, as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejection.
